W'  HEREAS  by  Messages  from  His  Excellency  Sir  Edmund  Preamble. 

Walker  Head,  Governor  General  of  British  North  Ame-  -\jessa  es  re- 
rica,  and  Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and  over  this  cited.  b 
Province  of  Canada,  bearing  date  respectively  the  twelfth  dafy  of 
5 March,  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April,  the  fourteenth  day  of  May 
and  the  sixteenth  day  of  May,  of  this  present  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  and  the  Estimates  accompanying  the 
same  laid  before  both  Houses  of,  the  Provincial  Parliament,  it 
appears  that  the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned  are  required  to 
10  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  Civil  Government  of  this  Pro- 
vince and  of  the  Public  Service  thereof,  for  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five : May  it  therefore 

please  Your  Majesty  that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  be  it  enacted 
by  the  Queen’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
15  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Canada,  constituted  and  assembled 
by  virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  in  the 
Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
20  land,  and  intituled,  An  Act  to  re-unite  the  Provinces  of  Upper 
and  Lower  Canada , and  for  the  Government  of  Canada , and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  :
